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Regents discuss low tuition increases

University of Nebraska 
officials want to see only single 
digit increases in the years to 
come. 

After a record low 5 
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percent tuition increase this 
year, the Board of Regents and 
administrators hope to have 
an increase of no more than 9 
percent in 2006-07 and 8 percent 
for 2007-08, as discussed at 
a strategic planning session 
Friday. 

“These tuition figures are 


context in which to plan for the 
university’s financial future,” 
said Howard Hawks, Board 
chairman. “We hope to hold 
tuition at or below these targets, 
but realistically we may need 
to revisit them over time.” 

The tuition increase for 
the 2004-05 year was set at 


the national average of 7.1 
percent. 

But between 2002 and 
2005, tuition increased more 
than 45 percent. 

The tuition increases for 
the upcoming years depend 
on continued state funding 
and assumptions about cost 


targets, and they give us a

Students, staff and faculty 
members settle into their busy 
days across campus with the 
ideas that the toilets will flush, 
there will be seats and materials 
available in the library, the 
lights will turn on and the air 
conditioning will work. 

However, the _ utilities 
facility that houses, controls 
and maintains these functions 
is approaching 31 years of age 
with many components nearing 
the end of their operating lives, 


while the library is becoming 
increasingly cramped. 

In an attempt to ease the 
increasing structural problems 
throughout the entire NU 
system, Legislative Bill 605 
has been presented to the 
Unicameral. The bill would 
permit the NU system to issue 
revenue bonds to ‘finance 
updates on all four campuses 
including the Central Utilities 
Plant and University Library on 
the UNO campus. 

According to a report in the 
Omaha World Herald, the bond 
would release $172 million that

Universities’ 
energy budgets > 
short millions

University of Nebraska schools are 
struggling to find ways to keep energy 
bills down as doubled energy prices create 
unexpected shortfalls in the budget. 

University of Nebraska-Lincoln 

recently announced that their energy bill 
for the fiscal year is $3.6 million more 
than anticipated, and have now proposed 
shutting off buildings at night to conserve 
energy. 
“It’s the only option remaining because 
we've already done an awful lot in the 
way of energy conservation in the last five 
years,” said Ted Wiedner, UNL assistant 
vice chancellor for utility management, in 
an interview Friday. 

Since 2004, natural gas prices have 
jumped 21.4 percent, and are anticipated 
to increase 17.7 percent in 2006, according 
to Energy Information Administration 
reports. 

The increase can be attributed to the 
nation losing 42 percent of its natural gas 
productivity in the aftermath of Hurricanes 
Katrina and Rita, according to the reports. 

The UNL proposal suggests buildings 
shut down from 6 p.m. to 6 a.m. Monday 
through Friday. Wiedner said the buildings 
would be kept warm enough to prevent

Freshman Christopher 
Westman was a little scared when 
he walked through the doors of 
the University Library for,a book 
discussion and realized he was the 
only person under the age of 40. 

But the topic was one he was 
passionate about and he was glad 
he stayed. 

“Let's Talk About It: Jewish 
Literature” is a free six-part event 
at UNO’s library. It is open to the 
public and began in late September 
with a Klezmer Concert, which 
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is traditional celebratory Jewish 


music. Since Oct. 2, there is a book — 


discussion every two weeks at 4 
p.m. in the University Library. 
Only 20 to 25 percent of the 
libraries participating in this are 
academic libraries and most of the 
libraries are on the East Coast, said 
Marvel Maring, project director. 
UNO was one of 30 libraries 
chosen for the event this year. 
“Let's Talk About It: Jewish 
Literature” started in 1982 and is 
sponsored by Nextbook and the 
American Library Association. 
Leonard Jay Greenspoon, 
The Klutznick Chair in Jewish 
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Civilization at Creighton 


‘University, is the scholar leading 


the book discussions for this event. 


This is not his first experience 


with “Let's Talk About It.” He 
had participated in one of these 
discussions when he taught at 
Clemson University in South 
Carolina. 

“I was familiar with the 
concept,” Greenspoon said. “I am 
definitely looking forward to our 
future four discussions.” 

One of the main goals of the 
event was to bring new people into 
the library and raise awareness 
of the library in the community, 
Maring said. 

Participants 
were each issued 
acomplimentary 
library user 
card, which 
usually ~ costs 
$25 per year, 
and a Nebraska 
Humanities 
grant allowed 
the library to 
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The University 
Library construction 
projects are moving 
along quickly. 
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purchase 12 copies of each book so 
that participants would not have 
to purchase the books themselves, 
Maring said. 

“We've had a really positive 
response,” Maring said. 

At the first reading on Oct. 2, 
12 people participated, including 
one UNO student. 

“By actually being there it 
seemed to place me as an equal 
intellectually,” Westman said. 
was personally disappointed not 
to see any other students there—it 
seemed to imply that the other 
students just don’t care about 
literature or Jewish culture.” 

Participants do not have to 
be involved with every book 
discussion to stay involved with 
the event, Maring said. 

UNO’s library is partnering 
with the Kripke Jewish Federation 
Library and the Omaha Public 
Library System to put on this 
event. 

Greenspoon believes that the 
program’s success hinges on the 
hard work of those involved. 
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distance. learning classes, 
according to Crockett. | 
“Adaptive release will allow

estimated 41 percent of women feel 
too embarrassed to tell their doctors. 
An amazing 80 percent of depressed 
people do not even seek out any 
professional help.Other men and 
women do not even know that they 
are affected. A lot of people need 
help desperately. Some 15 percent of 
depressed people take their own 
lives, sometimes without anyone ever 
knowing they were affected. Depression 
seems that it will be the second-largest 
killer right behind heart disease by the 
year 2020. Depression has even been 
shown to contribute to coronary disease. 
Only a doctor can tell for sure if you are 
clinically depressed ornot, but friendsand 
family cansometimes see it better than the 
person who is actually depressed.

each other in a puck handling drill and a 
race around the circumference of the rink 
to earn team points in the first round.

The second round of the skills 
competition gave players a chance to show 
off their offensive strengths by having the 
hardest shots, the most accurate shots or the 
most rapid shots.

“I'm really excited to get a chance to 
play,” said Aarnio. “I really hope to make a 
difference on the team. I wasn’t too worried 
by [Holt’s departure]. I’ve played hockey for 
almost 20 years now and it’s still just hockey. 
I think I can step in there and do a good job 
too.” 

The Mavericks have set some lofty goals 
for themselves this year. The team has taken 
their loss to Michigan State in last year’s 
Central Collegiate Hockey Association finals 
in Detroit and turned it into motivation for 
this season.

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Mavericks suffer second conference loss of season to Minnesota Bulldogs

Glimpses of the UNO football team 
advancing to the Division II playoffs at 
the end of the regular season quickly 
diminished after the Mavericks’ game 
at Minnesota-Duluth. 

A fourth quarter comeback wasn’t 
enough as No. 14 University of 
Nebraska-Omaha suffered its second 
road loss of the season, 38-35. The 
second all-time meeting between the 
two teams seemed to be a downfall for 
UNO, but Minnesota-Duluth (6-1) took 
advantage of the teams’ opportunity, 
beating a ranked opponent for the 
first time this season in front of a 
homecoming crowd of 4,186 at Malosky 
Stadium.

At the beginning of the 2005 season, 
a majority of the coaching staff and 
' senior players felt that they had a good 
chance to make a run at the post season 
and clinch the conference title for a 
second consecutive year. Preseason polls 
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even backed the Mavericks up, as the 
team was favored with North Dakota 
to clinch the conference title. Those 
chances are now slim to none as the 
Mavericks are currently riding a three- 
game losing streak in the North Central 
Conference. The defending NCC champ 
will most likely surrender its title once 
the regular season concludes. 

“lm sure the — conference 
championship is out of the question, 
but if we go undefeated in the rest 
of our games, there is a chance for 
us to make the playoffs,” said Kenny 
Onatolu. 

The junior All-NCC linebacker had 
a team-high 11 total tackles, including 
4.5 behind the line of scrimmage, but 
the Maverick defense was unable to 
keep Minnesota-Duluth from scoring 
several times. 

With an inexperienced secondary 
at the start of the regular season and a 
defense that struggled against the pass 
in its first four games, the Mavericks 
knew that one day those weaknesses 
would cost them a game or two. 

UNO held Minnesota-Duluth to just 
46 rushing yards, but once again the 
Mavericks’ pass defense, the worst in 
the NCC, gave up 338 yards through the

quarterback Ted Schlafke completed 
65 percent of his passes, threw four

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Sioux could affect UNO, NCC

The NCAA's denial of the University of 
North Dakota's appeal to continue using the 
Fighting Sioux as its nickname and mascot 
on Sept. 28 could easily affect UNO and the 
rest of the North Central Conference. 

In August, the NCAA placed UND 
on a list with 17 other schools that use 
Native American tribes or imagery as their 
nickname or mascot and barred the schools 
from using the names in postseason play. 
The ban also prohibits the schools from 
hosting postseason events. 

Since the ban, Florida State, Utah and 
Central Michigan have received exemptions 
due to tribal support. 

Out of the three Sioux tribes in North 
Dakota two said they did not want UND to 
continue using the name and the third did 
not respond to the NCAA's inquiry. 

“Although the University of North 
Dakota maintained that its logo and 
nickname are used with consummate 
respect, the position of the namesake tribes 
and those affected by the hostile or abusive 
environment that the nickname and logo 
create take precedence,” said NCAA Vice 
President Bernard Franklin in a_ press 
release. 

“T think that UND has made every 
attempt to represent their logo and the 
Fighting Sioux with the highest amount 
of respect possible,” said David Herbster, 
UNO’s athletics director. “Obviously they 
[the Sioux tribe] are not in agreement or 
offended by that, and really that is who 
you end up listening to. It’s different for us 
because you don’t necessarily have the ability 
to ask the Mavericks if they are offended by 
us using them as their mascot.” 

Since the ban prohibits UND from 
hosting postseason events, it could cause 


headaches for the rest of the NCC. In most 
of the conference sports, the teams with the 
best records host playoff events. If North 
Dakota earns the right to host an event, it 
will have to be moved to a neutral site or 
awarded to a lower ranked team’s venue. 
Currently the North Dakota football team 
has an undefeated NCC record and has 
traditionally finished high in swimming and 
other sports. 

“That's going to be interesting,” Herbster 
said. “What that means is that if they are the 
No. 1 seed they can’t host an event, so it will 
go somewhere else. It hurts the athletes who 
have earned the right to host an event. How 
it will affect us might just mean we get to go 
somewhere warmer.” 

This ruling by the NCAA could have 
affected UNO directly if the school had 
not changed its name from Indians to 
the Mavericks when it changed from the 
University of Omaha to the University of 
Nebraska at Omaha. 

Herbster was not sure how the university 
would handle the situation because it would 
depend on how events unfolded. 

“Typically in a case like that it would 
be an institutional decision,” Herbster said. 
“Obviously we were just the Indians, and we 
were not tied to a particular tribe or nation. 
Again I think the controversy at that point 
follows you and you would need to address 
it as it was expressed to you. North Dakota 
has the Sioux tribe to go to, Florida State has 
the Seminole tribe to go to. The Seminole 
say we're OK with it, the Sioux say we're 
not OK with it. I’m not sure how the two are 
represented any different between the two 
universities. ” 

UND will appeal the decision to the 
NCAA's executive committee and is also 
considering a lawsuit against the NCAA in 
order to keep using the mascot, said UND 
President Charles Kupchella.

Sometimes at a live show or some 
other once-in-a-lifetime event, a couple of 
top names in music will come together for 
some sort of collaboration. There have been 
recent examples of such teamwork in pop, 
rap, classical, punk and country music, but 
metalheads have had to wait a long time 
for something similar to come their way. 
What no one could have expected was that 
when it did, it would be one of the most 


_ groundbreaking releases in history. 


Today, Oct. 11, 2005, the infamous 
Roadrunner Records will be celebrating 
their silver anniversary by releasing The 
All-Star Sessions, an 18-track, 77-minute 
monster project from “Roadrunner 
United,” a group containing (of some part) 
almost every band who has worked or is 
currently working at the New York-based 
label. This includes components of artists 
from national acts like Killswitch Engage, 
Slipknot, Chimaira, Soulfly, and yes, even 
the Misfits. : 

The release’s final tally stands at 55 
artists from 42 bands under the direction 
of the release’s four team leaders: Joey 
Jordan from Slipknot, Robert Flynn from 
Machine Head, Dino Cazares from Fear 
Factory, and Matt Heafy from Trivium. 
Each leader was given the task of writing 
and producing all of the 18 tracks that are 
on this album, a risk that was well worth the 
leap’ of ‘faith it probably took Roadrunner 
Records to put the album in to their hands. 
The project, which was officially given 
the title of The All-Star Sessions, was first 
proposed in July of 2004 by Monte Conner, 
a founding member of Roadrunner 
Records, who was asked by the label's 
owner, Cees Wessels, to create something 

th anniversary of the 
revolutionary label. Conner says, in the CD 
booklet, that the answer was “...a project 
more than a year in the making, which no 
other label had ever attempted before, and 
which no other label could even pull off.” 
It goes without saying that Conner 
was right...oh boy was he right. 
With so many good tracks on this record, 
there is going to be something for everybody, 
and it was hard enough to pick ones that

The crown jewels of the release,

Front Line Assembly's keyboardist; and 
“Army of the Sun,” a collaboration between 
Bloodsimple’s vocalist, Machine Head and 
Still Remains’ guitarists, Fear Factory’s 
bassist, and Chimaira’s drummer. 

The All-Star Sessions is undoubtedly 
one of the most unique and accomplished 
albums this year. Even if you are not a 
fan of metal or hard rock, in an decade of 
musicians and producers bickering about 
how much they can ramp up the’ cost of 
compact discs to squeeze money out of 
their fans, the powers that be at Roadrunner 
wanted to give something back to the 
fans, and they did so in a big, big way. 
There has never been anything like 
The All-Star Sessions, and there may 
never be anything ever like it again, so 
congratulations to Roadrunner Records on 
their 25th Anniversary, and thank you, on 
behalf of your past, present, and future 
fans, for making one hell of a record.

Why? The most common 54 decision 
was in this order: Souter, Kennedy, Stevens, 
Ginsburg and Breyer (Mostly liberals) were 
the majority, while Rehnquist, O’Connor, 
Scalia and Thomas (mostly conservatives) 
was the minority.
